1. AMB SCALI MET WITH UK PERMREP RICAHRD AND FRENCH PERMREP 
DE GUIRINGAUD OCT 25 AS AGREED (USUN 4429). RICHARD BEGAN 
CONVERSATION BY SAYING THAT HE HAD JUST HEARD FROM SAUDI PERMREP 
BAROODY THAT BAROODY INTENDED TO HAVE TABLED DRAFT RESOLUTION 
CALLING FOR NAMIBIA TO BE TURNED OVER TO TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL, 

WITH TWO NEUTRAL STATES TO ADMINISTER IT. NO TIME PERIOD WOULD 

BE SET. 

2. TURNING TO CONTACTS UNDERTAKEN WITH AFRICANS, AMB SCALI 

SAID THAT SOUTH AFRICAN PERMREP BOTHA HAD INDICATED TO US THAT THERE 
MIGHT BE SOME GIVE ON NAMIBIA, BUT HE WANTED NO WATCH DOGS AND 
URGED THAT CONTACTS BE UNDERTAKEN WITH SYG. SCALI ALSO OUTLINED 
OCT 24 TALK WITH OGBU. (USUN 4430). 

3. RICAHRD SAID THAT SALIM (TANZANIA) HAD BEEN VERY 
RELUCTANT TO CONSIDER ABANDONING EXPULSION RESOLUTION, 

THEN SEEMED A BIT MORE MODERATE, BUT THAT TONE OF HIS SC STATEMENT 
OF OCT 25, IN RICHARD'S VIEW, MAKES IT UNLIKELY THAT SALIM CAN 
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4. DE GUIRINGAUD SPOKE WITH REPS OF MALI, OAU AND CAMEROON 
BUT NONE IS LIKELY TO DO MUCH AT THIS POINT, ALGHOUGH SOME KEY 
DECISIONS MAY BE TAKEN AT AF GROUP MEETING SCHEDULED FOR 
MORNING OCT 28. 

5. THE THREE AGREED THAT BEST VENTURE NOW WOULD BE TO FLAOT

OPERATIVE PARAGRAPHS: 

1. UTTERLY CONDEMNS THE POLICIES OF APARTHEID AND RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION PRACTICED BY THE GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA, 

ITS FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH ITS OBLIGATIONS IN RESPECT OF THE 
MANDATED TERRITORY OF NAMIBIA AND ITS POLICY OF SUPPORT FOR 
THE ILLEGAL REGIME IN SOUTHERN RHODESIA; 

2. CALLS UPON THE GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA TO ENTER INTO 
DISCUSSIONS WITH THE SECRETARY-GENERAL, AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 
AND IN ANY EVEN NOT LATER THAN 3 1 JANUARY 1975, FOR THE 

PURPOSE OF ESTABLISHING ARRANGEMENTS WHEREBY FULL ADMINISTRATIVE 
CONTROL OVER THE MANDATED TERRITORY OF NAMIBIA MAY BE TRANSFERRED 
TO THE UNITED NATIONS AT THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE DATE WITH A VIEW 
TO ENABLING THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA AS A WHOLE TO EXERCISE 
SELF-DETERMINATION AND ATTAIN INDEPENDENCE; 

3. CALLS UPON THE GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA FULLY TO 
IMPLEMENT THE PERTINENT RESOLUTIONS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
IMPOSING MANDATORY SANCTIONS AGAINST THE ILLEGAL REGIME IN 
SOUTHERN RHODEISA AND OTHERWISE TO WITHDRAW ITS SUPPORT FOR 
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THE ILLEGAL REGIME IN SOUTHERN RHODEISA AND TO REPORT TO THE 
SECRETARY-GENERAL, AS SOON AS POSSIBLE AND IN ANY EVENT NOT 

LATER THAN , THE MEASURES WHICH IT HAS TAKEN OR IS TAKING 

TO GIVE EFFECT TO THIS PARAGRAPH; 

4. CALLS UPON THE GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA TO ABANDON 

ITS POLICIES OF APARTHEID AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND TO TAKE 
ALL APPROPRIATE STEPS TO TERMINATE THE MEASURES BY WHICH THOSE 
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POLICIES ARE IMPLEMENTED, AND TO REPORT TO THE SECRETARY-GENERAL, 

AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, AND IN ANY EVEN NOT LATER THAN , 

THE MEASURES WHICH IT HAS TAKEN OR IS TAKING TO GIVE EFFECT TO 
THIS PARAGRAPH; 

5. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO REPORT TO THE 
SECRURITY COUNCIL, FROM TIME TO TIME AS APPROPRIATE, AND IN 
ANY EVENT TO MAKE A COMPREHENSIVE REPORT TO THE SECURITY 

COUNCIL NOT LATER THAN , CONCERNING THE COMPLIANCE BY 

THE GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA WITH PARAGRAPHS 2, 3 AND 4 
OF THIS RESOLUTION; 

6. DECIDES TO REMAIN SEIZED, AS A MATTTER OF URGENCY, 

OF THE QUESTION OF THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED NATIONS 
AND SOUTH AFRICA AND TO GIVE FURTHER CONSIDERATION TO THAT 
QUESTION IN THE LIGHT OF THE REPORTS BY THE SECRETARY-GENERAL 
REFERRED TO IN PARAGRAPH 5 OF THIS RESOLUTION. END TEXT.
